the earth at a considerable height. As An- 
dree’s idea was not to go higher than 700 
feet, he would be moved by surface winds. 

“Now, if you take a weather map of the 
United States at any time you will see that 
a balloon would seldom travel in any di- 
rection 60 miles. If he started out with 
southerly winds the chances are that the 
wind would change to @ westerly one as he 
approached the pole. 

“As he started in latitude 81, within 700 
miles of the pole, and as there seems to be 
little doubt that he would go 300 or 400 
miles of that distance north and east, that 
would leave him such a great distance from 
the Siberian coast that the chances of his 
escape would be remote. | 


“If he had his boats and three or four 
months’ provisions we know from the 
experience of the De Long party and from 
Nansen’s drift in the Frand, that Andree 
and boats would drift to the northwest or 
west northwest, which would be a very 
slow drift. I do not think Nansen’s drift 
averaged much over one mile per day. An- 
dree’s chances of escape, with a very small 
supply of provisions and a much smaller 
suply of fuel for cooking, would be almost 
nothing.”’ 7

“Would Anaree’s observations from his 
balloon be exact and of scientific value?” 

“His observations would be of value only 
as showing the character of the ocean 
passed over. He could tell whether there 
was land or not,- but he could not see very 
far on either side, I don’t suppose his range 
of observation would extend more than 
forty miles on each side—that is to say, it 
might cover a country elghty miles wide. 
There is much doubt, moreover, about his 
ability to tell where he Was at any time. 
It seems to me ft would be utterly impos- 
sible to tell by the sun with the sextant, 
the ordinary method of determining the lat- 
itude. Of course, he would not know when 
to make observations at the highest point 
of the sun during the day, because his long- 
itude changes so rapidly, and then his alti- 
tude is constantly changing. Thus {t seems 
to me the usual methods of location fail.”

Gen. Greely Thinks the Daring Aeronaut and His Companions Will 
Never Be Heard From. 
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The Scientific Value of Such an Expedition Is Small, as Accurate 
| Observations Are Absolutely Impossible. 


“Then be will not know when he crosses 
the pole?”’ the correspondent asked. 

“I don’t see how he can determine when 
he crosses the pole or whether he crosses 
it at all or prove it if he did.” 

“What are the chances of a bailoon mak- 
ing such a trip as Andree has undertaken?’ 

“Slight. The longest time I ever knew of 
a balloon in air is nine days. That was 
in the siege of Paris. Andree attempted 
to keep his balloon in the air a longer 
period by preventing the escape of gas, 
which ordinarily is at the rate of 3 or 4 
per cent a day, and he believed he had 
devised a method to reduce the escape to 
l per cent. But his 1896 balloon lost 3 to 4 
per cent, the usual amount.” 

“How can he escape with his life if his 
balloon fail him?’ 

“There is, 1 fear, little hope of Andree’s 
return if any accident happens to his bal- 
loon. A boat is of no service where he is 
likely to land, and sledging means mak- 
ing but two or three miles a day, and that 
shows how meagre are the chances of es- 
cape even if he have a year’s provisions. 
He will find little in the way of food where 
he would probably land, and he would have 
difficulty in finding a bear or a seal. The 
best chance for food is always around the 
archipelago. or along the coast, where the 
ice breaks readily and where seals and 
walruses and other game naturally re- 
sort.”’

“Where will Andree probably emerge, if 
at all?’ 

‘The chances, if he comes out at all, are 
that he will reach Franz Josef land or the 
Siberian coast. The vessel that belongs to 
the Jackson exploring expedition, which 
has been at Franz Josef land for three 
years, left a short time ago with provisions 
for the Jackson party. They carried with 
them a quantity of provisions for Andree, 
and the intention is to catch them on Franz 
Josef land. If Andree could get to New Si- 
beria Island he would find there cached pro- 
visions left by Baron Von Toll of the Rus- 
sian Imperial Geographical Society for Nan- 
sen two or three years ago.”

ever be heard from again’ 


“I very much fear not, but as I have said, 
the marvelous is always happening, and An- 
dree may return. I do not place much re- 
liance in the alleged messages by pigeons 
from Andree. In the first place, it was diffi- 
cult to locate latitude 46.62, and the expla- 
nation offered by learned people does not 
make the locality plainer, and in the past 
carrier pigeons have not made more than 
1,00 miles. Andree’s birds would have been 
obliged to cover two or three times that dis-

When the Brother Died the Sis- 
ter Locked Herself Up and 
Refused All Visitors.

on a fine farm of 168 acres. a brother and 
sister, William and Julla Barnes, both deaf 
mutes. They lived utterly alone and little 
was known of them except that they were 
a remarkable pair. Neither had ever seen 
a railroad train and knew little of modern 
civilization. They dressed in the style of 
fifty years ago 

William Barnes, the older of the pair, died 
July 15 at the age of 77 years. The sister 
Was prostrated with grief. She refused 
to see visitors and remained for days alone 
in her recom with the door locked. It was 
reported in the neighborhood that a large 
sum of money was in the house, and it 
was feared that the poeee wouid be raided. 
James English and Parker Barnes of that 
neighborhood determined to _ investigate. 
They searched the house and found it like 
a Klond.ke gold mine. Money was every- 
where, under the carpets, over the doors 
and windows, tucked into o'd shoes and 
stockings. They found god, siiver and b lis, 
beside a number of valuable notes and pa- 
per. In all, $5,000 was found. 

The Public Administrator was informed, 
and on the belief that the aged sister of 
the deceased was irresponsible, the money 
was brought here to-day and placed in a 
bank. 

The parents of the strange pair kwed and 
died on the same farm. Four members of 
the family survive Julla—Mrs. Sailie 5S. 
Mart.n, near Carrington, Mo.; D. D. Barnes, 
now in an asylum at Fulton, Mo.; Ely 
Barnes of Columbia, and Parker Barnes 
of Boone County.

in Arctic exploration, and if he perishes 
his name will always be associated with 
that class of work. He will be more for- | 
tunate than the fellow who for fame burned 
the temple of Diana and then had his name 
suppressed.”’ 

“How do you regard Arctic explorations? 
Do they serve any practical purpose in the 
light of past experiences?” 


“TI have said constantly that I saw no good 
in Arctic expeditions unless they are made 
on systematic lines and connected with 
scientific work. Now, there has been a great 
deal said about the scientific value of Nan- 
sen’s expedition, but if it have any value I 
fail to discern it. I had a letter recently 
from Lehigh Smith, the famous Arctic ex- 
plorer who has made three or four voyages 
at his own expense, and he tells me that 
he understands that Nansen’s deep sea tem- 
peratures are likely to be unreliable. The 
meteorological observations of Nansen have 
very little value, because they were made 
at so many different points and only for 
a short time, running the risk of encounter- 
ing abnormal records. 

“Of course, there is an Interest in arctic 
expeditions and an admiration of the en- 
terprise, the energies and the bravery 
called forth in these hazardous undertak- 
ings, but I don’t believe these isolated at- | 
tempts have any scientific value, and stand 
simply as exhibitions of the courage and 
determination and fortitude of man, and as 
such have moral value. 

“Peary’s expedition is one of the kind I | 
have just referred to. He has made five | 
expeditions, and I do not know of a single 
published observation on meteorology, mMag- | 
netism, hydrography or any branch of) 
science that is of value. Peary shows great 
courage and energy, and his two journeys | 
on the inland ice of Greenland deserves 
the admiration of everybody who likes to | 
see what man is capable of. 

“Tt is somewhat amusing to see the rep- | 


resentation put forth about the value of 
work done by some of the professors who 
have gone with Peary in determining the 
certain physical characteristics in connec: | 
tion with Greenland. Those gentlemen seem | 
to expect that they can do In a few months 
work which can compare with that-done by 
Denmark, which for twenty years has had 
some of its best scientific men and most | 
able naval officers engaged in work of like | 
character on the east and west coasts of | 
Greenland. 

“Some of the observations, such as those | 
of Prof. Chamberlain on glaciers, are doubt 
less valuable, but many of the collections 
are not to be compared with those made by 
Danish expeditions, nor is it to be expected 
that they should.”

CHICAGO, July 31.—If the stof¥ told by 
William F. Woods ts credited, New York's 
famous Burdell murder mystery is a mys- 
tcry no longer. 

Mr. Burdell, a New York dentist, was as- 
sassinated in his office at No. 31 Hond street, 
forty years ago. In to-day's story it is 
asserted that the housekeeper, Mrs. Emma 
Cunningham, confedsed herself the murder- 
ess. 

She strangled the doctor with a cord while 
John Eckel, her fridnd, stabbed him with a 
dentist's knife. Mrs, Cunningham was tried 
for the murder in 1957, and acquitted. 

Willlam F. Woods is a grandson of Dr. 
James Fowler, who was Dr. Burdell’s par‘- 
ner at the time of the murder. He says 
that Mrs. Fowler had been kind to Mra, 
| Cunningham, and in 18 the iatter confessed 
'to Mrs@Fowler. Ten years ago Mrs. Fow- 

ler told her son, 8S. F. Wood, and her grand- 

son, William Wood, ofthe confession. At 
the time Mrs. Cunnngham made her con- 

fession Mrs. Fowler was living at No, 9 
| Vandam street, New York. 

The secret would never have been di- 
vulged but for the unpleasant experiences 
it cosi tne Wood and Fowler families to 
make claim to the estate of Dr. James Fow- 
ler, who died a year ago in France. The 
claims of poth families brought out threa’- 
enng letters to Wood, who was oné of the 
most active claimants. 

In New York Woods recetved three mys- 
terious letters from as many ‘tifferent 
points, advising him of the Burdell mur- 
der, and to refrain from striving to secure 
any of his grandfather's estate, under pen- 
alty of death.

f William F. Wood returned to Chicago 
‘from New York last night, and made up 
his mind to reveal the secret. He says 
that in 1860 Cunningham had just returned 
to New York ffm California. Mrs, Fow- 
ler was surprised by a call from Mrs. 
Cunningham, and was abvut to turn away 
when Mrs. Cunningham begged a _ few 
words. Mrs. Cunningham then confessed 
the murder. She planned the murder to se- 
cure his fortune estimated at $1,000, in- 
tending to pose as Burdell's widow. 

‘After securing the money she intended to 
marry Eckel. She said the murder had 
been planned by her in one of the rooms of 
the house weeks before. Eckel wae to do 
the act alone, but realizing that the victim 
was possessed of great strength she finally 
decided to assist in order that tnere would 
be no fallure. The night chosen for the 
murder was an ideal one. It will ever be a 
memorable night because of the terrific raig 
(and wind storm that prevailea. 

In one Of the upper windows of the Bur- 
del! mansion the watching man and wo- 
| man saw Dr. Burdell enter the house by the 
| front door shortly after midnight. Watch. 
' ing him as he made his way to the operat- 
ing room, the assassins saw him cas; hm. 
self into his big operating cnalr and fall 
asleep. 

Satisfying themselves that he would not 
easily awaken, the two stole Into the room, 
In her hand Mra. Cunningham carried a 
stout linen cord. Eckel was armed witha 
knife. Mrs, Cunningham crepi vehind the 
chair, while Eckel stationed nimeeil in fron. 
‘with uplifted hand, in which he tigatly 
| grasped his weapon. 


| With a swift movement Mrs. Cunningham 
cast the eord about the sleaping man’s 
throat, and at the same t'me Eckel plunged 
' the knife -tnrough hia victim's heart repeate 
edly until he had inflicted at least twenty 
wounas; but one cry escaped the lips of Mr, 

Burdell. At the time the cord cut Into his 
hroat he shrieked, “Murder! So suddenly 
was the death accomplished that he had no 
time to make an outcry. 

The body was rolled to the floor by the 
j assassins, and Mra, Cunningham searched 
_the cloth ng for papers that would aid her 
'in proving her claim to the doctor's for- 
lrune. She only found a memorandum con- 
|taining tterms of large sume she owed the 
doctor, These, with the cord and atfe 
‘used in the murder, she did up in a parce 
|which she threw ‘nto the river. Bhe an 
Eckel! then returned to the houre. The doce 
tor’'s body was found the neat morning by 
the office boy. 

After telling the story, Mrs. Cunningham 
left, say'na@ she Was going to stay with 
friends, and that was the last that was 
ever Been or heard of her.

Warner and Pearce Are Lined

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 31.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce, which was authorized to exam- 
ine into the causes of the Mississippl River 
floods and to report to Congress in De- 
cember the most feasible plan to prevent 
them, will meet in St. Louis, Sept. 5. There 
the committee will hear all persons Intet- 
ested in the commerce of the great water- 
way and will discuss with those who have 
ideas the plans for the betterment of navi- 
gation and the all-important question of 
what is the best plan to follow in future 
work of the Mississippi River Commission. 
Congress is contemplating a great revolu- 
tion in the matter of river improvements. 
The disastrous floods of last winter and 
spring demonstrated the urgency of adopt- 
ing a new system for the Mississippi River. 
It is planned to incorporate it in the river 
and harbor bill next session. Because of 
this and the additional fact that ge 
Reed has so openly shown his hostility to 
the Western waterways, the proposed meet- 
ing in St. Louis of the Senate Investigating 
Committee is of great importance to all 
interested in Lower a a pate commerce 
and an effective system o levees and 
dredg:ng. 

Sena'‘or Knute Nelson of Minnesota Is the 
chairman of the sub-committee. Senator 
Vest is a member and will attend the nfeet- 
ng of the committee in St. Louis, August 
15 the first meeting of the committee will 
be held ‘n St. Paul, There special inquiry 
will be made concerning the reservoir sys- 
tem and how far with advantage the system 
could be extended. Wihen th.s branch of 
the inquiry is completed, the committee will 
proceed to St, Louis and there enter upon 


problems. 

Missour! will have no representation next 
session on the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors. This fact makes the visit of 
he Investigating Committee of much 
greater importance, 

St. Louls commercial Interests will have 
a chance to show to the Senate the impor- 
tance of dealing fairly and equitably with 
the Lower Miss_ssippi and to so impress the 
Senators on the comm.ttee that they can 
fen vy any giaring ‘injustice in the next 
river and harbor bill after it comes from the 
House. 

The warring factions of the Missour! Re- 
pubdlicans are more widely separated by the 
events of the week than they have been for 
years. It is out of the question now for them 
to get together. The shrewdly pianned 
coup of the Filleyites to get ahead of Na- 
tional Committeeman Kerens at the last 
minute has apparently failed. It succeed- 
ed, however, in lining up the leaders of the 
differant factions in a way which wiil 6ee 
ro change for some time to come. Back of 
the plan of Congressmen Joy, Bartholdt and 
Pearce was the skilled hand of Chauncey 
Filley. The old-time boss evidently 
worked out the scheme with care. It might 
have been successful had his l'eutenants 
worked along the same bold lines. If they 
had sot tr.ed duplicity the President might 
have been persuaded to O. K. their consular 
Slete There is smali chance now that he 
wll have anything to do with the scheme. 
As the first resuit of the row, Maj, William 
Warner of Kansas City is lined up with the 
rilley men, and there he will stay hence- 
forth, so far as the Kerens wing is con- 
cerned. Ever since Col, Kerens aided Web- 
ster Davis of Kansas City in securing the 
office of Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Maj. Warner, who bliterly opposed Davis, 
has been waiting for a chance to get even, 
He thought he saw the opportunity when 
he was asked to indorse a consular candi- 
date on the Filley congressional slate. He 
threw down the bars and went into the 
Filley camp. He burned no bridges behind 
him. That is not his way. But when the 
Kerensites learned of the trick he had 
turned they burned his bridges for h'm. 

In the next fight in the State it will be 
Filley and Warner against Kerens, Bittin- 
ger and Davis. Filley hates all three with 
about the same degree of animosity. He has 
also fought many bitter fights with Maj. 
Warner.

Chance They Got Their Heavy 
Work in Right Away. 


Mrs. Marie FE. Kellerman, 4 wealthy 
widow of Colorado Springs, Colo., will file 
a suitin the Circuit Court within five days 
to establish her dowry right in improved 
Carondelet real estate, valued at more than 
$100,000, - 

The land involved is described as lots 12 
and 16, 232x130 feet each, on Water 
street, near Broadway; lots 18 and 
19, 25x140 feet each, on Sixth street, 
near the Iron Mountain tracks; lot 73, near 
Davis street, and lots 82 and 8 on Davis 
street. The est'mated value of this prop- 
erty is $60,000. A block, 40x320 feet in Car- 
ondelet Commons, valued in the -neighbor- 
hood of $10,000, and still another, known as 
Kellerman’s Row, will also figure in the 
controversy. 


In 1859 all this land belonged to Francis 
Kellerman, Jr., but shortly after that was 
transferred to other owners. It has changed 
hands many times since then, and under- 
gone great improvements. 


Mrs. Kellerman was about 17 years old 
when she married the son and namesake of 
the rich old Missouri land-owner, March 19, 
1859. In those days this family was account- 
ed one of the richest and most influential 
west of the Ohio. The musty records in the 
Recorder of Deeds’ office bear testimony to 
the elder Kellerman’s wealth, titles being 
there recorded for nearly the whole of what 
ie now Carondelet. 


Francis Kellerman, Jr., inherited the prop- 
erty from his father. In the latter part of 
1859 he disposed of his Carondelet possessions 
and subsequently removed to Colorado. He 
had resigned all claim to the property ex- 
cept the tract In the Carondelet Commons, 
which he deeded, May 14, 1859, to J. L. Brin- 
dle in trust for his young wife. 

The Kellermans never returned to Mis- 
souri. Francis Kellerman, Jr., died in Den- 
ver last year. Apparently the property in 
Carondelet had been forgotten by him and 
his wife, as no inquiry was made concerning 
it until recently, and the owners would 
probably have remained in undisputed pos- 
session had not one.of them made the dis- 
covery not long ago that the name of Mrs. 
Kellerman did not appear on the deeds ex- 
ecuted to the purchdsers. 

The man who made this discovery em- 
ployed an attorney to write to Mrs. Kel- 
lerman requesting her to correct the over- 
sight. It was through this means the widow 
became aware that she had what appeared 
to be a dower claim tn all the Carondelet 
property. She had not signed any of the 
deeds of transfer. ’ 

The widow communicated whkh- her attor- 
neys in this city, Messrs. Blevins and 
O’Brien, and they set about looking up her 
rights in the premises.

A graphic 
description of the flerce encounter of Fri- 
day afternoon was given by the. Luste 
woman at the City Hospital. 

The beer, supplemented by the high tem- 
perature, set the blood of the women to 
boiling. Then a tfivial controversy about 
aman, provoked the gory duel. 


The man in the case, who is known only 
by the name of “English Johnnie,” was an 
innocent party. He was probably not aware 
that the women were discussing him. He 
rents a furnished room from Mrs. Sande- 
man, who lives at 117 South Fifteenth street, 
the scene of the duel. 


Until two weeks ago, the Luste woman 
roomed there, too. She went to Mrs, San- 
deman’s Friday afternoon to deliver a key 
which she carried away by mistake when 
she vacated her room, 

‘When I left the key with Mrs. Sande- 
man,” said the Luste woman, “I started 
to go away. She invited me to have some 
beer. I had already drank some and was 
just in the humor for more, We went in- 
to the rear yard tin the shade. The can 
was filled from a neighboring room several 
times. 

“Mrs. Sandeman and I chatted pleas- 
antly. Finally we drifted to the subject 
of men. I jokingly showered compliments 
upon the man they call ‘English Johnnie.’ 
Mrs. Sandeman took me to task. She 
criticized me harshly—said I was too gay 
and flippant in making remarks about 
men. She struck me over the head with 
a broom. I remember we were fighting 
like savages with a knife. 

“I don’t know where the knife came 
from. I had no knife when I went there, 
I felt a keen slash across the wrist. I 
was frenzied. Then we fought for posses- 
sion of the knife.

THe 
one who stood near the coffin was the wife, 
who lives at 815 South Eighteenth street. 

Back in the crowd was a little woman who 


had come from Chestnut street. She made 
no attempt to follow the remains to Holy 
Trinity Cemetery. 

That this woman who is known as Rosie 
Clark is Horton’s widow there is little 
room for doubt. 


“I was born in England,” she sald yestet- 
day to a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
“and when 10 years old my parents went {o 
Canada, settling at Hamilton. I met George 
there. He was a Canadian and lI!ved 4t 
Collinwood. He told me his name was 
George H. Orton. We were married at Hani- 
ilton in September, 1891, when I was 21 yeai 
old, 


“After we had lived together three years 
George told me that his name was not Of- 
ton, but Horton, and that he had another 
wife, whom he had married in 1888 In Mich- 
igan. 


“But he begged me not to leave him, said 
he loved me and that he would secure ja 
divorce. There was noth'ng for me to do 
but remain. He kept his word, The divor¢e 
was obtained in Cincinnati in the summer 
of 18%, and that fall we went to Covington, 
Ky., and were married. 


“George and I came to St. Louls two years 
ago. A few weeks after our arrival he told 
me he had no money and that I would have 
to support myself. 

“T had received no education to speak of. 
I did not know what to do, and for a few 
weeks I tried sewing. One week I neariy 
starved. Then George said it would be eagy 
for me to.earn money, and, well—you can 
understand. 

“For a year I tried to have him take me 
back, but he would not, saying we must 
have money, and then we would go to nt 
falo. During that time I gave him mon 
and I know he put it in a safe deposit vault, 
for I visited the Union Trust building once 
with him and saw that he had $500. | 

“George told me he lived at a hotel on 
Market street. Three nights a week he came

“T first learned last Saturday there whe 
another woman claiming to be Mrs. Horton. 
I talked about this around the house and I 
suppose Matthew Hancock, the negro craw- 
fish dealer, heard me. 

“IT did not send any message to George 
last Sunday. The negro evidently used what 
he had learned in an effort to extort money, 
and when George kicked him out, he re- 
turned and fired the fatal shots. 

“TI am sorry for the other woman. Poor 
thing.

LONDON, July 31.—The conclusion of the 
Lambeth Pan-Angliican conference has 
brought out the startling fact that a de- 
liberate attempt was made by a section of 
the English and Colonial Bishops to erect 
the Archbishop of Canterbury Into @ spe- 
cles of Pope of the Protestant Church, The 
proposal was to confer upon Archbishop 
Temple an official status as head of all, 
branches of the Episcopal Church in all 


parts of the wor'd. 

This intrigue was stamped out instantly 
by the attitude of the American Bishops, 
who, without walting to see whether it re- 
ceived the approval of any other section of 
the conference, declared that they could 
not even consider such a scheme, The Bish- 
op of Minnesota declared in accents of de- 
termination that, “the indepencent church 
in America would never consent to surren- 
der a particle of its {ndependence,"” The 
project was then dropped, but the Engiish 
and Colonial Bishops could not eonceal thr ir 
disappointment that what had_ evidently 
been one of the main objects of the confer- 
ence should so signally fail. 


The picturesque proposal of Dr. Herzl 
for floating a limited Lability company in 
London, with several millions capital, to 
carry out the resettlement of the Jews_in 
Palestine, has created a sensation here. Dr. 
Adier, chief Rabbi, says: ‘I fully indorse 
what has been said on the subject by the 
Rabbis 'n Germany, who are men of the 
most different shades of religious thought. 
I consider the holding of this Congress at 
Basle an egregious blunder. While I yletd 
to none in being an ardent lover of Alon, 
while Il lay the greatest possible strese on 
the importance of establishing colonies in 
Palestine, while I think it of the uvimost 
moment to generously support and to wise- 
ly, justly and intelligently administer yari- 
ous institutions in the Holy Land, I o« lieve 
Dr. Herzi's idea of establishing a Jewish 
Btate there to be absolutely m achievors. 
It is contrary to Jewish principles, the 
teaching of the prophets and the traditions 
of Judaism. It Is a movement that can 
be fraught with tncalculable harm, It may 
lead people to think that we Jews are not 
fired with ardent loyalty for the country 
in which it is our lot to be placed. In gay- 
ine thie IT believe I am press ng the qpin- 
fon of, with a few exceptions, the entire 
Anglo-Jewish community.”

Immense importance is 
attached by military men to these appar- 
ently trifling innovations. 

The feeling ts strongly shared by the pub- 
lic, so that the Government will probably be 
compelled to exercise its supreme author- 
lity ‘to force the milltary powers to aban- 
don the idea of introducing them,

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EVIDENCE OF VITALITY. 

Two phases of the Yukon gold dis- 
coveries have been fully treated in the 
press—the richness of the new gold flelds 
and the dangers of the search for for- 
tune In the Arctic Circle. 

But there is another phase of deeper 
interest to mankind. This is the human 
side of the event represented by the rush 
of fortune-seekers to the inhospitable 
clime of the far north. There 1s pic- 
turesque and absorbing human interest 
in the stream of pilgrims following the 
ignis fatuus of fortune into the glocmy 
country of the ice king. 

Men of all ages and conditions of life 
suecumb to the enticements of beckoning 
fortune and daring adventure. ‘The cal- 
culating money-maker goes to add new 
wealth to his stores. Graybeards forget 
their stiffened joints and join the race 
with supple and ganguine youth. Many 
without money or equipment take des- 
perate chances with hunger and cold. 

Nothing daunts these men. Neither 
ice-bound mountains nor arduous toils 
nor the terrors of an arctic winter 
haunted by death stay their journey. 
Their hope is not quenched nor their 
courage weakened. 

We lightly call this heedless tide of hu- 
manity rushing through dangers to find 
gold an ebullition of the gambling spirit. 
In the broadest sense of the term it is 
the gambling spirit which urges men to 
take risks for rewards. But this sptrit 
has actuated men in all ages, and has 
been dignified with higher phrases. The 
efforts and achievements of men under 
its influences have been celebrated in 
song and story. Wherein does the quest 
of the Klondike pilgrims differ from the 
quest of the argonauts or the movements 
of peoples in search of better fortunes 
which have directed the destinies of the 
race? Wherein does it Ciffer from the 
search for gold which brought Euro- 
peans to the shores of America and the 


Col. Fred Grant has resigned as a Police 
Commissioner of New York because he can- 
not indorse the spy methods of dealing with 
the social evil—a system introduced by the 
Comstock and Parkhurst type of reformers 
and adopted by the Police Commissioners. 
Practically the system requires officers in 
plain clothes to tempt their poverty-stricken 
victims into violating the letter of the law 
and then arrest them for yielding. f 

Some years ago Dr. Parkhurst and his 
agents bribed women in a house of !1] repute 
to disport themselves in an unseemly man- 
ner, clad in nature’s garb, and then caused 
the house to be raided. 

It was held that to tempt one to do wrong 
made the tempter particeps criminis, and 
the godly agents of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice were roundly scored for 
their part in the programme. ‘ 

Col. Grant holds that the epy system is 
not only ignoble and mean in itself, but 
that it breeds lying and corruption in the 
spies, and renders them unfit guardians 
of the pubHMo peace and morals. 

Right here in St. Louls the same system 
obtains to an extent. The latest fruit was 
the arrest of a respectable woman by an 
officer in plain clothes who accosted her 
and thrust his company upon her. Be- 
cause ehe was a respectable married 
woman the arrest caused widespread 
indignation when the facts were 
published. But this is only . one 
case where scores pass unnoticed be- 
cause the women arrested are not of good 
repute. Every police reporter knows of 
the prevalence of the custom, and the un- 
due persecution of women because of it. 

The custom i!s for officers in plain clothes 
to first accost women, and then arrest 
them if they fall into the trap. Unscrupu. 
lous officers who have a grudge against a 
woman may persecute her while protecting 
others for personal reasons. The whale 
system of tempting to do wrong in order 
to make a case is destructive of public 
morals. 

In London some years ago a decent girl 
was arrested in this way, and a wonderful 
stir was made about it. After that the 
system was reformed. Now the arresting 
officer-can.only act if he sees a woman ac- 
cost strange men, and the men accosted 
are required to testify. The policeman’s un- 
supported testimony is not sufficient. The 
theory properly held is that the law must 
be violated before an arrest can be made, 
and that it is no part of the officer’s do- 
main to tempt anyone to break the law. 

The street-walking evil in St, Louls has 
attained large proportions, but there is a 
right and a wrong way to deal with it.

Leadville’s GranddJury Ar 
raigns the Official Who In- 
structed It. 


NEGLECT OF HIS SWORN DUTY. 


Charged With Failing to Enforce 
the Laws Against Gam- 
blers and Saloon Men. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., July 31.—The day has 
been full of sensations in court circles. Two 
weeks ago District. Judge Owers delivered 
a strong charge to the Grand-jury Re had 
summoned relative to the suppression of 
gambling and prostitution. The ¢harge was 
directly aiméd at owners of buildings used 
for gambling and prostitution and alleged 
that prominent police officials were guilty 
of renting houses for these purposes. 

Judge Owers also demanded an investi- 
gation of the practice of the city in col- 
lecting licenses for prostitution and gam- 
bling.

their duty to enforce the laws, and against 
the present and former Boards of Aldermen 
for alleged neglect of duty. Judge Owers, 
after the report of the jury made an éx- 
tended statement, alleging that the report 
was intended as a deliberate insult to the 
eourt and that the jury had failed in its 
duty by neglecting to indict owners of build- 
ings and certain police officials,

Max Frank of 1916 Racon etreet, a part- 
ner in the livery and sale stable of Frank & 
Wohlgemuth, at 149 West Sixth street, 
regeived a telegram from Keyeeville, Mo., 
yesterday afternoon announcing the violent 
death of his young son Robert Friday 
morning. — 

Robert Frank and his chum Harry Leber 
stein had left St. Louis last Monday morn. 
ing to make thelr fortunes in the Alaskan 
gold fields. The supposition is that they 
had traveled as far as Kaneas City, and 
upon arriving there had become 4iscour- 
aged and started to beat their way back 
home, | 

The telegram to Max Frank set forth that 
the young man had been struck by «4 
Wabash train and that the body had been 
found by the side of the railroad, five miles 
east of Keytesville. The Coroner had held 
an inquest, the jury returning a verdict of 
accidental death. 

Subsequently 


‘Post-Dispatch received 
a telegram anno he thet the body had 
been identified that of young Robert 
Frank by Leberstein, who had heard of the 
accident and had | ved in Keytesville yes- 
terday morning. The body was extremely 
mutilated and the right leg had been cut 
off at the knee. Leberste!n testified before 
the Coroner’s jury that he and Frank had 
left Kansas City on a freight train. At a 
point between Kéytesville and Salisbury a 
brakeman had put Frank off the train for 
not paying his fare. 

The telegram to Max Frank sald the 
young man's bod; had been buried at pub- 
lic expense. Mr.| Frank felt too ill to go 
to Keytesville, Hut sent his brother. He 
will have the boty exhumed and brought 
to St. Lou!ls for burial. 

Mr. Frank was seen last night at his resi- 
dence in Bacon street. He was in deep dis- 
tress and leaned for support upon the arms 
of his daughter. They had not been in- 
formed of the details of Robert's death, and

Reports received here to-day are to the 
effect that the miners at Duquoin and 
Murphysboro joined in the suspension this 
evening. The men at these places have 
been working under tron-clad_ contracts 
Which expire to-night, and a majority 
have already expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of suspending operations at the ex- 
piration of their agreement.

THE WEATHER IN 
MOTHER HOT SPELL 


Observer Frankenfield Can See 
No Cooling Breezes Com- 
ing This Way. 


MERCURY HUGS THE CENTURY. 


Sunday Will Be as Warm as Sat- 
urday, When the Thermome- 
ter Registered 96. 


To-day will be a good day to wear your 
linen clothing and seek cool places, Dr. 
Harry Frankenfield, the agriculturist who 
takes weather notes for the government on 
the top floor of the Federal building, says 
to-day is going to be as hot as yesterday. 

Goodness knows yesterday was a 
scorcher. 

It began hot and ft stayed hot until the 
sun went down. Even after sunset the air 
was sticky and still and humanity swelter- 
ed almost as much as at midday, when the 
mercury climbed to % degrees. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the ther- 
mometer showed a temperature of 80 de- 
grees, which is extraordinary for that time 
of day. Every hour the quick silver reg- 
istered a jump of two or three degrees and 
at 1 o'clock the 96 notch was reached. For 
five hours this degree of temperature was 
maintained. The sun’s heat was blistering 
and breezes during the afternocn were few 
and far between. : ° 

There were no heat prostrations, but the 
suffering in all parts of the city was in- 
tense. The soda fountains were patronized 
with the regulation hot weather rush and 
demand.for juieps and claret punches in 
Saloons, the barkeepers say, was three to 
one what it has been for the last two weeks. 

A glance over the weather chart would 
warrant the belief that St. Louis was being 
treated unfairly in this little matter of heat. 
The town is getting too much. There was 
only one other city yesterday that was in 
the St. Louis class, and that was Galves- 
ton, Tex. In that charming seaport the 
mercury began the day by roosting on the 
84 perch, 4 degrees better than St. Louis. 

The other big citles had easy times of it. 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Cleveland were 
comfortable with the thermometer raging 
from 74 degrees at 8 o’clock to 79 at noon. 
Louisville was cool and so was New York. 

“There will be no let up in this heated 
term for several qajs,” said Dr. Frankea- 
field. “It may be a trifle cooler Sunday af- 
ternoon, but that ts not a safe betting prop- 
osition. I don’t see any rain ahead, either. 
The rain clouds are al®too far away to 
benefit St. Louis before Monday or Tues- 
day.’’ 

John Brady, 40 years old, of 2222 Chouteau 
avenue was overcome by the heat while 
working in the quarry at Chouteau and 
Grand avenues yesterday afternoon.

It went up in 
jumps of three and four degrees until at 
noon it had reached 9%. 

At 1 o’clock it stood at 98; at 2 o’clock 
100, 3 and 5 o'clock, 101; at 6 o'clock 100, and 
then it began to craw! down slowly. 

It was an awful day, and had it not been 
for the excessively low humidity deaths 
would have been counted by the score. Hu- 
manity sweltered, while draft horses were 
taken to the barna for fear of prostration. 
The asphalt streets held the heat and soft- 
ened and threw upward a blast as erst = 
from a furnace... Business was partially 
suspended, and those who could sought 
their homes or cool places in the suburbs. 

The Weather Bureau holds forth no prom. 
ise of rain soon. Late this evening a cool 
breeze began to blow from the south. It 
was like a breath of paradise in hades. Men 
and women who tossed last night in rest- 
less sleeplessness hailed it with joy, for the 
promise was of a few moments of rest after 
about three days of blistering weather.

Needs and Gets It. 


Mother to the 
City’s Deserted Babies. 


— | 


“IT would not be a child through all 
eternity.”’ 


These were the words of Mrs. Roger 
Hayne, the president, treasurer, secretary, 
board of directors and chief executive of 
the four Bethseda homes for forsaken iIn- 
fants, for women expectant of motherhood, 
for old folks and for incurables. 

Since April, 18989, she has saved, fed, 
clothed, sheltered and ministered to the 
epiritual needs of 2.940 foundlings, agéd 
women in their second childhood and desti- 
tute mothers, 

The executive ability of one woman has 
accomplished this task without the ald of a 
directory, without an endowment fund and 
without soliciting assistance. 

“Bight years ago.” said Mrs. Hayne, “I 
was called to the work by the Lord. I had 
heen deeply touched .by the pitiable con- 
dition of old women, forsaken by friends 
and ch'idren; to become unwelcome de- 
pendents on strangers. 

“After a yvear the Lord saw fit to answer 
my prayers and I opened a little home for 
these poor old women. It was a small be- 
ginning, but the Lord let it prosper and 
f00n our modest home was filled with the 
aged. 

“But they were not all. Word would be 
pent in that a little baby had been found 
on somebody's doorstep or at Union Sta- 
tion or a helpless woman or mother sought 
shelter from the world. There was always 
the question, could I provide for one more? 

“Tl was doing the work of the Lord and 
how could I discriminate between his creat- 
ures? So I took them all. I could not al- 
Ways see my way clear, but 1 knew He 
would show me the way. 


For Helpless and Destitute. 


“Rethseda is definitely for the helpless 
and destitute; it has no endowment and we 
do not solicit. The Lord Himself has cared 
for all its needs and provided for all its 
wants out of his everlasting treasury.”’ 

Mrs. Hayne’s kind, motherly face beamed 
with pleasure and benevolence as she re- 
viewed the work of Bethesda and told in 
tenderest words of the friendless and 
fallen. 

She sat in an easy arm chair in her large, 
Old-fashioned home, at No, 163) South 
Grand avenue. The surroundings were 
Even the chairs and 
the broad, open windows bore an alr of 
welcome. Old-fashioned, heavily-carved 
furniture and old pictures made the stran- 
ger feel sure the owner was capable of long, 
gtanch friendship. Rooks, magazines, rock- 
ers and fans convenient to hand made one 
feel sure the hosiess understood the value 
of the evidences of a happy, comfortable 
home life and could rise above the petty 
formalities and conventionalities of social 
life when occasion demanded. , 

“There is no red tape about the Bethseda 
work and no delay. A woman is not left 
Starving nor a baby left to die while we 
inquire into their history. All applications 
fare made to me and it is only for me to 
Say We can take them and the Lord has 
always tuken care of them. 

“I keep few accounts, only those which 
are neceseary. The poor and sick need my 
personal attention, not figures. I know the 
Master in His mercy will provide food, 
fuel and clothing, no matter how ‘many we 
have with us, 


The Work of Faith. 


“We work by faith and ask our blessed 
Master each Gay for the things our dear 


- Hittle ones and poor mothers need. 


“What are our yearly 
$11,000 for the four homes last year. It 
Varies each year. We cared for forty-two 
in the Old People’s Home, on Russell ave- 
nue; 016 infants in the Foundling Home, at 
No. 3533 Laclede avenue; 120 women at the 
Maternity, at No. 1210 Grattan street, and 
4# at the Incurables’ Home, corner of Grat- 
tan and Hickory streets, during the past 
year. 

“All our expenses are paid out of volun- 
tary contributions. These come fram every 
State in the union, from all classes of peo. 
ple, and some have been received from 
London. 

“Bome think it fs not an act of charity 
to strive to prolong the lives of the for- 


expenses? Over 


Faken and often diseased babes; it is a 
Kreat thing to save a human life. Such an 
Opportunity does not come to every one, 
We read of a man Saving a child from 


drowning and call it a heroic deed. How 
much greater to save the lives of many 
helpless innocents! We must care for them. 
We can not discriminate. When they are 
fll we must strive as hard to alleviate their 
sufferings and save their lives as we would 
do to save an adult 


Mer Hope of Happiness. 


“Every baby reared to maturity makes 
One more opportunity for the salvation of 
an immortal soul. I would be happy if 
out of the hundreds Who have come to me 
I knew I haa saved one soul—just one!”’

A Glance at Her Work. 

The sound of one crying baby is common 
and annoaying, but so many vibrating 
throats at once in their helpless infancy is 
| a plaintive chorus that cannot fail to touch 
the hardegt heart and reverberate through 
our memories for many years. Such is a 
glimpse aft one of this busy woman's chari- 
ties. 


Every tter great and small receives her 
personal attention. 
Unlike most women Mrs. Hayne does not 


aggregat 
None is| ever turned away. No one must 
suffer, and not a soul must be lost, is her 
motto. 

The lack of luxuries does not mean a cor- 
responding lack of comforts. 

If the necessary funds and household 
goods fall short and there. are no visible 
means for the support of a new comer, no 
great ado ‘se made. 

This remarkable woman simply gathers 
her little band of nurses about her and they 
pray for the new comer’s sustenance. 

A sinful woman is not given a tract to 
hide her shame, nor is a homeless old wo- 
man put off with an injunction to read her 
Bible. The body is first made comfortable 
and healthy to make it a better habitation 
for the soul. 

Then comes the administration of the 
gospel. Not one unfortunate woman comes 
under Mrs. Hayne’s protection who does 
not receive her personal comfort and spir- 
itual instruction. 


Homes for Unfortunates. 

Mrs. Hayne personally finds good homes 
for them, where they can take their little 
ones, and it is her constant endeavor to 
keep mather and -child together. This, she 
argues, keeps her firm in her resolution to 
do right, Said Mrs. Hayne: 

‘IT believe woman should do all in her 
power to help and elevate woman, The ab- 
gence of such homes does not mitigate the 
need for them. The presence of such places 
of refuge only prevents more crime. Many 
would seek to hide their shame in suicide 
or infanticide. 

“The majority who come to the home are 
young, unsophisticated girls. Some are 
really mentally weak and more to be pitied 
than blamed. None are really vicious and 
after the first offense it is better to shel- 
ter them, show them the error of their 
ways and set them on the way to do good 
in life.”’ 

Some® poor women who are married and 
have no comfortable home are boarded at 
the Maternity for a ehort period at a low 


permit es of affairs to eclipse their 


price, and Mrs. Hayne considers this a 
charity, too. 
She makes no discrimination between 


those who pay and the penniless. All are 
clothed, fed and given medical attention 
alike, and competent trained nurses are al- 
ways in attendance. 

Mrs. Hayne has found situations for 1,000 
girle since the work began. All these have 
taken their babies with them. 

“Oceasionally a mother deserts her child 
and we must care for it. Sometimes 1 see 
a mother*is not capable of caring for the 
dear little one, and I keep it until I find good 
people who will adopt it. 

“When God has given those dear babies 
into my hands I feel that I cannot do too 
,much for them. 

“They are a great care. The very best of 
food must be given them. Our expenses for 
milk alone in June were $122, and we con- 
sumed 5,595 pounds of ice in the home that 
month. 

“Second Offense” a Bar. 

“a woman is never taken into the home 
after the second offense. 

‘Two-thirds of the girls who go wrong 
are those who have no mother to give them 
the proper training and are left to rela- 
tives to raise. 

“f have no trouble finding good homes 
for the girls. People come eVery day to 
ask me if they can get a good housegir! 
or nurse from the Bethesda.” 

Mrs. Hayne has fifteen nurses who care 
for the people in the, home. They give 
their services voluntarily and their board 
and clothes are furnished them. They come 
from every State. None of the rescued 
women are placed in positions of responsi- 
bility. These nurses must be moral young 
women and she soon stamps her broad 
principles of charity upon them. 

Speaking of the confidence the poor had 
in her ability to help them, she sald: 

“Qne poor mother came to me, a perfect 
stranger, and placing her little darling in 
my arms, said: ‘I can trust you to take 
my little one and care for it until I can 
make the money to send for my baby and 
raise it properly.’ 

“This implicit confidence touched me, and 
how could I refuse? We have the little 
one/|yet and the faithful mother, with the 
bledsed Master's help, is well and working 
hard to bring about their reunion. 

“Only the other week I received a letter 
from the tender mother saying: ‘Kies my 
darling for me. I am trusting that I can 
yet make the means to have her with me 
and support us both.’ 

“With the nurses, God bleas these dear 
workers, I ask the Lord to guide this faith- 
ful mother's footsteps to her child. 

“In June the heat was so intense it looked 
as if we were in danger of losing ail 
our babies. One of the nurses remarked 
if we only had some electric fans the dear 
tle ones would be saved. 

afternoon we effereé up & prayer 
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ite the Master that he provide some means 
for the comfort of the babies. And itis a 
fact that the next day some one sent us 
a voluntary contribution of ten electric 
fans and a check for $8 to run the ma- 
chimery, Our earnest prayers had been an- 
swered., ' 

“Last week two little fellows rang my 
door-bell and when I responded one said: 
‘Mrs. Hayne, here is $1.60 we made our- 
selves for the little babtes.’ 

“Some little girls away out in Iowa sent 
a little quilt, pieced by them on pleces of 
cotton flour sacking. Evidently their means 
were small, but their spirit of charity will 
be blessed by the Lord.”’ 

And yet this woman has no system about 
her work and no one to aasist in tha man- 
agement. of the charity home. She has 
saved 2,40 lives through her.own efforts 
and prayers. . 

Her telephone bell ringé continually and 
every hour In the day she is called up to 
know if she can accommodate another in- 
fant, mother or old jady. 


“No” a Forgotten Word. 


“Yes, with God's help,” is always her 
answer. Perhaps no telephone in St. Louis 
transmits the word “No” so seldom as Mra, 
Hayne’'s. Q 

If a rare case comes up that no provision 
has ever been made for, Mrs. Hayne Is in- 
variably equal to the emergency. None are 
turned away because they do not come un- 
der the rules or because the board must 
pass upon the case first. There are no 
rules and no board. 

Mrs. Hayne thinks Christian charity too 
broad to admit of elther. 

Her own little children are ae loving and 
as appreciative as the little walfts. 

Her home duties receive due attention, 
and she has the sympathy and co-operation 
of her husband in her charity work. 

She is 5 feet 5%.inches high, 16 pounds, 
is a brunette, and has black hair. Her 
teeth are uneven, especially crowded in 
front, and the canines are not pronounced. 
Her cheek bones are prominent, and the 
jaw line well rounded, Her ears are broad- 
ly marked and lobed. H forehead is 
high and her nose both broad and aggres- 
sively high. Like all child-lovers het lips 
are full, but they are flexible, as befits the 
mouth of a ready epeaker. Her eyes are 
large, very dark brown and liquidily soft. 
They are deep set, and the surrounding hol- 
lows are heavily pigmented. Her face is 
full of strength, Make her eyes gray, 
thin the rhyme of her lips and the face 
would become hard, | 


Hypnotic in Conversation. 


In conversation she is intense. Her eyes 
fix a lietener hypnotically. Her face glows 
with enthusiasm, and her broad, soft hands 
make little shivery gestures that fascinate 
the beholder. She is emotional always 
concentrated, but never) absorbed. She 
changes the character of her work with 
lightning speed, and is instantly concentrat- 
ed on the new subject. Her belief in pray- 
er has the depth of calm conviction. Nothing 
can alter that; you know that the sun 
shines even though clouds be before its 
face, and she knows that her prayers are 
answered. | 

Her characteristic pose je seated, slightly 
bent forward, face full to her friend, left 
arm over the back of her chalp, right hand 
weaving its thrilling spell to complete the 
hypnotism of her eyes. The muscies about 
her mouth tremble when) she becomes in- 
terested. She rides dowh opposition with 
the nonchalance of the rolling surf. She 
lisps slightly and broadens the letter “a” 
after the fashion of Massachusetts. 

She speaks of the unfortunate women as 
delicately and courteously as she would of 
a persona! friend. 

She dresses in mourning and always wears 
a bonnet, with etrings tied under her chin, 
and her hair parted and brushed smoothly 
off her face. 

Her favorites are her old people, and she 
loves to dwell upon accounts of their peace- 
ful lives. 


WASTE OF BABY 
LIFE IN THE CITY, 


Statistics of the Terrible Mortality 
Among the Infants Who 
Have Just Begun Life. 


— 


N one week of July—the week following 

the Fourth—S3 babies died in St. Louls. 

They had not lived out the first year. 

One hundred and seven children who had 

not seen their Afth birthdays paseed into Whe 

unknown. The total deaths for the week 

were 28 Accident, diseases of maturity 

and old age carried off 101 persons and chiid- 

ish diseases carried off 7. The record is 

appalling. It is without paraliel in the his- 

tory of St. Louls, yet here Health Commis- 

sioner Starklof says the ratio ts lower thas 
in New York or Chicago. 

The waste of baby life could not have been 
greater in Carthage, when Moloch was wor- 
shipped. 

One bundred and seven mothers hearts 
were broken In one week. Telling this tale 
of tears the estatieticlan tecomes « tragr- 
diag: his records are the blackest of the 
book of fate. 

The week wae without parallel. De not 
pause contentedly on that statement. Every 
eummer sees death busy with the chiidren. 
Last July 1 died and only 41 whe were 
elder went with them to tbe lané 
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In July, 1893, there were 1,167 deaths In St. 
' Louls—an extraordinary record. Of that 
great number 61 were children under 6 
years of age and 446 were not 1 year old 
when they died. 
That was a frightfully black month, which 
mone in later history, save the current 
month, has equaled, but a record which may 
be passed should the weather again become 
hot. In spite of this, however, Health Com- 
missioner Starkioff says:

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“The percentage of 35 is too much for in- 
fantile fe In St. Louis, and can, perhaps, 
be traced to milk from unwholesome cows 
furnished by filthy, unsanitary dairies and 
parental neglect, poverty, lack of gsustain- 
ing food, and the heat of our summer 
months.”’ 


Mother Superior of St. Ann’s Asy- 
lum: 


“Of all the babies in this big city, the 
little foundlings start out with the least 
chance of life. They come into the world 
with heritages of sin. They are neg- 
lected in the earliest hours of their birth. 
They are exposed for hours usually before 
the police pick them up and confide them 
to our care. 

“Some people would have reason to say 

» it would be better they died than to live 
out their heritage of neglect and sin. But 
this is not the worldly point of view. They 
have souls made for heaven, and once they 
mare born into the world the right to live is 
theirs as well as the infant born in the lap 
of luxury. 

“We have two hard periods tn the life of 
all our little ones. First when we rece!ve 
them the spark of life is almost extinguished 
by hunger and neglect. We have to nurse 
them carefully and give them a fresh start 
in life. Later comes the teething season 
that lasts from their eighth or ninth month 
until the second summer, as the mothers 
say. 

“How do we make our little ones thrive? 
I think the secret of caring for an infant 
successfully lies in proper feeding and in- 
telligent nursing, and by that I mean the 
manner of watching It. 

“The children brought us by the police 
are paid for by the city and we are en- 
abled to send these around to nurses, for 
there is nothing so good for a child as 
mother-milk. The other waifs we rdise 
ourselves on the bottle. 

"When a child Is weaned we feed it rare

It will occur to most people that a family 
of such remarkable proportions must give 
rise to many complications. The descend- 
ants of old Benjamin Webb have for one 
thing been obliged to select about 800 names 
for their children, and the entire family 
has been obliged to go through the ordeal 
of agreeing upon more than 12,000 names, 
Compared with this task the work of nam- 
ing the streets of an entire city like New 
York would be trifiing. 

If each member of the family should at- 
tempt to give presents at Christmas to all 
the other members the expense would be 
something startling.

thirty birthdays every day in the year. 

One of the most remarkable of the origi- 
nal family is Uncle Miles, who, though 75 
years old, is about to marry a sister-in- 
law. This remarkable old man has four- 
teen children, all of whom are married and 
have large families. He is unable to tell 
the exact number of descendants who 
should be credited to him, but thinks that 
a conservative estimate would place the 
number of grandchildren at 100, great- 
grandchildren at seventy-five, and great- 
great-grandchildren at about forty. 

The oldest living member of the family is 
Aunt Polly, who is 8 years old. Her branch 
of the family tree comprises eight liv'ng 
children, seventy grandchildren, forty-five 
great-grandchildren and twenty-two great- 
great-grandchildren. Her little sister, who 
is known as the worker of the family, is 
but 73 years old. Her branch, which includes 
five generations, is made up of some ninety- 
éight members. 

The entire population of Letcher County, 
it is claimed, can trace their ancestry very 
clearly back to but four families, who were 
the first to settle In this section. These 
families were the Crafts, Adamses and Hal- 
brookes, and, of course, the Webbs. The 
descendants have married and intermarrited 
in a most perplexing manner. Only a very 
few of them have ever seen a railroad train. 

The little county, as might be imagined, 
is in reality a small kingdom, over which 
the elder Webbs are political monarchs. 
Whenever a Webb wishes to hold any of- 
fice in the county the result is a foregone 
conclusion. Such a condition of affairs does 
not, it is very safe to say, exist in any other

“We have compulsory vaccination to pre- 
vent the spread of epidemics. Why should 
we hot have similar regulations to prevent 
the Increase of crime and vagrancy in its 
very incipiency? 

“That is a thought that has the good of 
the commonwealth back of it. I don’t im- 
aging that health boards and legislatures 
will Jump over each other in their zea) to 
adopt HM, but it is a thought nevertheless, 
and one of these days we may help the 
Creator in His work of infantile selection 
by reducing his supply of undesirable mate- 
rial.”’ 

Dr. Walter B. Yost, who is the son 
of the late Dr. Yost: 


“My idea of infant mortality ts 
that it should be checked by all medical 
and sanitary methods known to science, If 
we can learn anything from other cities, let 
us learn it. If we can bring our own per- 
centage down, let us do it. I am a believér 
in the greater care of children of the poor, 
and believe that what parents cannot sup- 
ply society or the municipality should. In- 


fant life needs most tender nourishment and 
delicate care. In extremely hot weather lit- 


tle heated brows and flushed cheeks need 
ice and fans and absolute cleanlinees. In 
the habitats of the poor these should be 
supplied by the public. They need fresh 


air, they need changes of scene and childieh 


diversion. I have always takéfi interest in 
the fresh air schemes that newspapers 
sometimes get up and, while their effect 
is but fleeting, they are a etep in the right 
direction. I belleve St. Louis should have 
public baths, and especially for children. 

“Think of this great river front, nearly 
thirty miles long, without a place where 
children of the poor may jump in without 
being chased by the police. 

“Parents are too willing to let thelr lit- 
tle ones play in the etreets day and night, 
subject to noxious vapors and other evil 
influences. In dirt there is disease. I do 
not believe in the universal healthfulness 
of wharf-rats and guttersnipes. Anyhow, 


| the great majority of middle-class people 


ought to house their children at earlier 
hours and keep closer watch over their as- 
sociates.”’ 

Mrs. M. E. Otto, President of the 
Hephzibah Door of Hope and Rescue 
Home: 


“The excessive waste of baby life is due to 
a variety of evils, attributable to two things, 
poverty and the improper care Dy mothers, 
The latter is prevalent among all classes. 
The young mother makes many mistakes 
in the feeding and dressing of her infant 
from inexperience. Many mothers in the 
lower walks of life are mentally iIncapaci- 
tated for the proper care of their little ones. 


Mothers with large families of children, 


especially those among the poor, have not 
the time to care for their babies properly 
and the little creature must lie and suf- 
fer while its mother attends to her pressing 
househo!d cares. 

“Aside from fhese the heat of summer is 
responsible for‘many deaths among babies, 
despite good care and proper nourishment. 

“Another source of fatal trouble among 
infants is the inherited infirmities. They 
come info the world physécal wrecks and no 
amount of care can keep them with us.” 


Five Generations in This Family. 


When Mrs. Eliza Smith of Tottenville, 
Staten Island celebrates her birthdays she 
is able to surround herself with sixty direct 
descendants. She is 9 years old and at her 
last birthday five generations sat around 
the table while she poured tea and after- 
wards read a poem. 

Mrs. Smith was married when she was 18 
years old. She has seven children, all liv- 
ing and married. Her husband died five or 
six years ago. This was the first death that 
had occurred in the family in years. Her 
seven children have families which aggre- 
gate twenty-seven grandchildren, and they, 
in turn, have twenty-six children, who are 
great-grandchildren to Mrs, Smith.

WORK FOR 
RUSSIAN SERFS.

He Lives Like a Peasant Among the 
Lowly—His Simple Creed, and 
Broad, Practical Philanthropy. 
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BOOK that Is sure to be put upon 
the Russian index ex purgatorius 
is “In the Lard of Tolstol, Ex- 
periences of Famine and Misrule in Russia,” 
by Jonas Stadling and Will Reason, pub- 
lished by Thomas Whittaker of New York. 

This is certainly a very interesting book. 
Herr Stadling is a Swede, and the book 
originally appeared in the Swedish 
language. It has not only been translated 
into English, but entirely rewritten, with 
complete change of form, many omiss‘ons 
and additions. In the work of rewritting 
and translating, Herr Stadling had the as- 
sistance of Will Reason, whose name is 
signed to the preface. The illustrations, 
many of which are striking, are repro- 
duced from photographs taken by the 
author, some of them direct froen the photo- 
graphs—others redrawn by a well-known 
Swedish artist. 

Of course, we have read a great deal 
about the Russian famine of 1892, and it is 
not so much that part of the book that is 
interesting as the part about Tolstoi and his 
family. It was in March of that year that 
Herr Stadling, a Swede, arrived at the rall- 
way station of Klekotki, In the Province of 
Rjasan, and at once set out to drive to the 
headquarters of Count Tolstol, distant some 
twenty-six miles across the plains, where 
he was distributing food to the starving 
peasants. 

At the end of the drive they drew up be- 
fore a plain, one-storied wooden house, and 
the driver called out, “This is Tolstoi’s 
house,”” and there he alighted. About the 
premises were a number of peasants cart- 
ing loads of flour and grain. As Herr 
Stadling entered he passed first through a 
kind of ante-chamber, densely crowded 
with mushiks, waiting to see the Count; 
then into a larger apartment, which served 
asa dining-room. 

Tolstol was not in, but Herr Stadling was 
shown into his private room behind the 
hall, a “small apartment, simply furnished 
with a sofa, a cot-bed, a few plain wooden 
chairs and a large table, covered with ac- 
count books and papers.” 

TOLSTOI'S RARE HOSPITALITY. 

Herr Stadling describes the exciting mo- 
ment when he came face to face with the 
famous author and philanthropist. 

“A deep voice was heard in the hall and 
the Count himself stood before me, dressed 
in a large sheepskin coat of the kind worn 
by the mushiks. With a hearty grip of 
his strong hand he bade me welcome, asked 
about my journey, admired my Lapp dress 
and showed me into a small room that t 
was to occupy. Then he told me to hold 
out my feet and pulled off my Lapp boots. 
This was done so simply that they were 
off before I thought of protesting. Yet the 
spectacie of Count Tolstol, whose greatness 
had been filling my mind a moment or 
two before, pu sm ° off my boots like a 
common servant, left me breatiess with 
surprise. Then things took their proper 

rspective, and I saw the naturalness of 
fc and learned more from this little unaf- 
fected deed of helpfulness than from all 
the learned lectures I had heard or all the 
volumes of theology I had read.”’ 


RUSSIA'S epee TAX-GATHER- 


Her Stadling went to Russia to help 
Count Tolstoi in his work of feeding the 
famine-stricken people. He brought funds 
and food with him, and gave his personal 
services to the cause. Naturally, he had a 
great many talks with Tolstol, and these are 
the interesting features of the book. 

Herr Stadling expressed astonishment that 
the Government should attempt to collect 
taxes when they knew the people were dying 
of starvation. 

“Tt is not only so,’ said a liberal man of 
great practica) knowledge and gigh position, 

ut 6 per cent is added to arrears, which 
are often, by the way, the invention of the 
collectors. If threats are of-no avail, birch 
rods are used to squeeze the last copeck out 
of them, though their wives and children are 
dying of hunger. In a village in Vistka, 
where people were fam'shing, the “fatherly 
Government” se'zed the last provisions of 
the destitute asants, in the shape of 300 
hens, and sold them to a rich kulack at 
about a penny apiece to pay off arrears of 
taxes. 

“*In another district, which had suffered 
not only from famine but also from one of 
the fires that are so frequent in Russ‘a, the 
inhabitante turned in their distress to their 

little father” in St. Petersburg. praying, not 
for assistance, but simply that the taxes 
might not be exacted. n reply there came 
a collector who used the direst threats to 
them that he would exact the taxes to the 
last copeck. The poor men sold all the 
had tn their fright til) everything was paid, 
except two villages, where there was noth- 
ys ~~ ae it was of no avail. More 
easants were first flo d 
them thrown into prison.’ ” abide un 


THE COUNTESS TOLSTOI. 


The Countess Tolstoi and her daughter, 
the young Countess Maria Tolstol, as. well 
as the young Count, were active helpers in 
Tolstol’s relief work. Of the Countess 
Tolstoi Herr Stadiing says: 


“I met the Countess Tolstol at their house 
in Moscow on my journey through. Here 
she carried on the corresponde ce cov-eern 
ing the relief work, while her husbahd he.d 
his headquarters at Kjasan, and the young 
Count Lyeff Lvyovitch made Sama’‘a his 
enter of active operat ons. Countess S» hia 
Andreeyna Tolsto: ‘s ‘all a’ d stately look. 
ing and retains the freshness and elast citv 
of her youth to a remarkable degree. Her 
power of work is simply wonderful."”’ 


In speaking of the relief work, Count 
Tolstol illustrates his view of the case by 
the following simile. He sald: : 


“I will use an illustration to give you an 
Miea of the state of things. Suppos» this lit- 
tie round table place’ i» a dist ery ana 
covered with botties of differen: sizes, all of 
Which are filed with spirits. Beneath the 
table ie a flerce heat that causes the con. 
tents of the bottles to evaporate, a‘ter 
Which, in the cold air above. {t is condense} 
and discharged in two streams, one going 
Into the great reservoir of the capitol st, 
the otber into that of ‘he Governmen:. Now 
Since all of these bottles have been empt ed. 
and are therefore unable to produce any 
More, they must. of course, be filled aga'n to 
some extent in one way  r ano‘her. A la kK 
Pail is ‘\herefore taken, dipoed in:o the great 
reservoir and its contents poured over 
the bottles on the tab'e. but the greater 
part falls outside the bottles. We are now 
'ry:ng tO put funnels into the bottles to 
evoid this running outside.’ 


Herr, Stadling accompanied the Countess 
Maria her round through the distressed 
villages. Dressed in a polashubok. felt 
boots and a cap of Siberian lambskin, the 
Countess was proof against the cold and so 
was Herr Stadling, who was dressed in his 
Lapp costume. During their drives Herr 
Btadling had most Interesting talke with 
the young Countess, who is alrhost as great 
@® worker as her parvnts. 

NOT AN ATHEIST. 

Talking about their home and the large 
mumber of strangers who came to see her 
Celebrated father, often, no doubt, out of 
mere curiosity, Herr Stadling remarked 
that Tolstoi was said to deny the tmmor- 
tality of man. The Countess excla:med: 
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have struck for better wages more 

often than any other class of work- 

men. Most of their strikes have been 
jost. Their condition is now worse than it 
has ever been before. Their wages are less 
than those of common laborers. Their work 
is reckoned the hardest and most perilous 
engaged in by any large class of men. 

They are striking again. They believe it 
is their last stand. The fight was entered 
upon reluctantly, but the etruggle will be 
a prolonged and b'tter one. 

The National and State officers of the 
United Mine Workers of America called a 
un'versal strike for July 4. A scale was 
submitted to the district officers all over the 
country. For Northern Illinois the demands 
were definite. The men of Southern Illinois 
were instructed to demand the ecale of 1894. 
That caused the first hitch. 

“What did we have in 18%?” asked Al Bos- 
ton at one of the Belleville meetings. 

“Nothing,” shouted a hundred men. 

The Belleville men have not been organ- 
ized since 18%, but a meeting was called by 
William Patterson. It was foliowed by 
ovhers, a scale was drawn and a “half- 
hearted decision to s'rike was reachel. Bu: 
not all the miners were represented. There 
was a feeling of mutual dis:rust. Tne next 
day some of the men went to work. The sec- 
ond day they all weit back. 


TT coal miners of Southern [Illinois 


ley, a tall young Ir.shman fr m M. Olive. 

‘The men of Mt. Olive and Staunton,” he 
reported, “are ready to throw down their 
picks the minute that Belleville does.” 

Bradley’s Army. 

He telegraphed the news when the Belle- 
vile men voted to strike. The Mt. Olive and 
Scaunton men kept their word. The, did not 
go back to work when word came [trom 
Belleville that the men there had done so. 
But they could not hope to wn if Bel ev lle 
continued io work. Ther delegate hid failed 
to get them out and keep them -ut. 

“We will go down there,” they sa‘d, “‘and 
pull them out.’”’ 

That was the beginning of Bradley's army. 

The men had no money to pay raiiroad 
fare. They could have captured a train, 
but they reasoned that that would turn pub- 
lic sentiment against them. They decided 
to make the journey on foot. 

They borrowed two mules and a “feed 
wagon.” A collection was taken up and 
the merchants donated substantial food. 

They went to Staunton. 
and another detachment joined the column. 
The march to Edwardsville. 14 m.les, was 
made in one night. There the leader of the 
Staunton crowd became ill and went back 
heme. Most of his men went with him. 

The overland march of Bradley and his 
men through Glen Carbon, Collinsville, Al- 
ma, Troy and O'Fallon to Belleville was 
described in the Post-Dispatch. 

The men of Belleville struck, but they 
}did it solemnly. 

While Bradley was at the head of the 
marchers there were several men of greater 
force than he in the ranks. George Horne 
joined the column at Glen Carbon, To him 
is due the credit for the manner in which 
the men were pushed forward from that 
point and the good order mainiained. 

He is a ponderous man. He could toss 
Bradley in the air. He Has tremendous de- 
termination. 

Horne a General. 

He was sent out at the head of detach- 
ments on the hardest journeys and always 
brought the men back ahead of schedule, 
On the march he is like a camel, ungrace- 
ful but swift. The other men must trot 
to keep up with him. 

He was in charge of the men at Belle- 
ville during Bradley’s absence. He ruled 
them with firmness. He laid his plans care- 
fully. Everything was done by system. He 
did not allow a nickel to be spent without 
getting a receipt for it. He was restless in 
camp. He wanted always to be on the 
move. He disapproved of Bradley’s erratic 
course and went back home, taking most 
of the Mt. Olive men with him that far and 
giving them a shove toward home. 

If it had been Horne’s army instead of 
Bradley’s it would have swept over St. 
Clair Coynty and had every mine closed in 
a week. 
The temper of the men was peculiar. The 
strike spirit was absent. There was little 
of the aggressiveness implied by the word. 
They etruck in sullen desperation because, 
hopeless as it seemed, the strike was the 
only thing left to them. . 
At one of the mass meetings in the base 
ball park over in Belleville last week an old 
man stood leaning against a post surveying 
the crowd of apathetic men in front of him. 
He has been through forty str'kes. He bears 
the marks of hand-to-hand conflicts with 
“scabs” and guards. Half a dozen times ‘he 
has been cruehed and mangled under masses 
of falling slate. His head has been caved in 
until it has little more shape than a chunk 
of coal. One of his eyes and several of his 
fingers gone tell of premature blasts. 

An Expert Opinion. 
‘Look at them,"’ he said. ‘‘They have no 
more spirit than wooden men. They are 
not strikers. They are quitters. They are 
not the men who won and lost strikes thirty 
years ago. 
“They are sick men turning to the strike 
ae to medicine. They cannot support their 
families on the wages they are getting.

of wages, This is due to the lack of organi- 
zation among the men. They get the high- 
est wages they can. The operators pay the 
lowest wages they can. 

Most of the men are paid by the box. 
Some are paid by the day. None by the 
ton. 

The boxes are supposed to hold a ton, 
They do, and a great deal more. They are 
a)l sizes and shapes. Some hold thirty bush- 
els. some thirty-five and some forty. The 
miner lis required to pile the coal high on 
the box. If he fails he is discounted for 
short weight. 

Trick in Cutting Wages. 

The pbperators have used these boxes to 
screw down wages. They seldom reduce the 
price per box. That would raise a howl. 
They accomplish the same result by increas- 
ing thé size of the box. The men usually 
objected to this, but in their unorganized 
state they were easily brought to terms. 
After working steadily for a while the mine 
would be closed down suddenly without any 
explanation. It would remain idle a week 
or so. Then the men would be told that 
some other operator had sideboards on his 
boxes or larger boxes and they could go to 
work if they would get a couple more bush- 
els on their boxes. 

The wages at the inception of the strike 
ranged from 7 cents to @ a day. Few 
were able to earn the latter amount. It 
was seldom that a mine worked three days 
a week. Often it was two days and some- 
times only one. Things have run along 
this way for the past six months. It was 
impossible for men with families to keep 
their expenditures within their income. 

Two years ago-the Legislature passed a 
law compelling mine owners to weigh coal 
at the top of the shaft, but a loophole was 
left and has never been enforced. The 
men are now demanding scales at the top 
and pay by the ton instead of the box. 

When it became known that a band of 
several hundred rough men were advancing 
across the country it was expected there 
would be pillaging and trouble. There was 
neither. The men generally had enough to 
eat, such as it was, and they met no opposi- 
tion of any consequence. In most places 
they were welcomed and treated as friends. 

If the larder had become bare and men 
had been found who refused to stop work, 
the alarming expectations would have been 
realized. The men are honest, but have 
good appetites, and if there had been con- 


tinued failure to eatiafy them, food would 
have been obtained some way. 


among them reckless enough to make a 
threat, but they expected their demands to 
be obeyed and force would have followed 
disobedience. 


Possibility of Violence. 

The men are still allied. They have been 
reinforced by a more reckless element. Any 
day may bring news of violence in the Ble 
Muddy territory below Murphysboro. If an 
outbreak occurs it will not differ from those 
in the past. Few of the men are armed. 
Few of them can afford to own a weapon. 

Their reliance is the club. It costs noth- 
ing, and is always accessible. Usually an 
outbreak is caused by the men at some 
mine refusing to strike. Long before dawn 
there is an advance. The strikers camp 
around the pit mouth and wait. The men 
appear to go to work. There is a pariey. 
The workmen are firm. Epithets are hurled. 
A blow is struck. May be a free fight fol- 
lows. At any rate, the anger of the men 
who want to work ts aroused. After that 
there is no compromise. 

The pit owner hires guards or the militia 
is called out. There is a slege. In the dark- 
ness a form creeps to the top works. There 
is a fire or an explosion. 

The strikers say the operator fired his 
own property to turn public sentiment 
against them. 

A train loaded with “scab” coal is ditched. 
The leaders speak truly when they disclaim 
responsibilty for these things. They are 
always the acts of individuals who tell no- 
body of their intentions because of the fear 
of betrayal. 

Feeling grows against the guards or mi- 
litia. The strikers become desperate. There 
is a coming together and a few men are 
killed. Then the strike is settled in favor 
of the operator. The t goes back to his 
dangerous work in the pit nursing his hatred 
of the forces of law and omer. 

The strike in St. Clair County ts now 
nearly complete. Beyond a few pits which 
supply local demand, none are working. 
Nearly 5,000 men are idle. large majority 
of them are married and have large fam- 


lics. Most of them are isting on credit 
and some on charity.

If they are lus lads their ap- 
prenticeship begins as as ll or 12 years 
of age. 

The Consolidated Coal Company !s charged 
with a large share of the responsibility for 
present conditions. It was organized several 
years ago with the object of getting com- 
plete control of the St. Louls market. Small 
operators and co-operative companies were 
bought out and a great many mines closed, 
but the men who sold managed generally 
to evade the promise not to engage in the 
business again and sunk new ehafts and 
the Consolidated has never had things en- 
tirely its own way. 

But with its seventy mines it enjoys a 
tremendous advantage. The men at one 
group of mines are used to whip others into 
submission to a reduction. Special rates ara 
obtained from raflroads and the Termina! 
Association, it is said, ich enabled it to 
underbid its competitors ly. The com- 
pany got the St. Louls waterworks con- 
tract recently for 8 cents le ton. Other op- 
erators claim they could not deliver the coal 
for that figure without actually losirix 
money.

The Company Store. 


Gien Carbon, Horne’s home, is the only 
place in the county where the companr 
store thrives. The town is virtually owned 
by the Madison Coal Co, The houses are 
all built alike. That is because the company, 
builds them. They contain two, three and 
four rooms. The unvarying rental is 8 « 
month for each room. The men say the ren: 
pays for the house In a couple of years. If 
aman puts up a eummer kitchen at his own 
expense he je charged $2 rent for that too. 

The rent Is kept out of the month's wages. 

No credit is given at the company store 
Checks are issued during the month up to 
the amount due, and these are received in 
lieu of cash. There la seldom any of the iat- 
ter coming at the end of the month. 

The men are compelled to live tn the com- 
pany houses and deal at the company stor: 
and pay the prices demanded by the com- 
pany. 

Another form of extortion ts practiced 
almost all over the county. In most of the 
mines the men have to purchase their own 
powder, oll, squibs and other supplice.

CALIFORNIA’S 
“LAKE OF INK.” 


Without doubt the most remarkable body 
of water in the world lies In the vicinity of 
the Colorado River, in Southern California. 
In this region of ugly volcanoes, desolate 
wastes and slimy gwamps, the strangest 
phenomenon of all is what the naturalisis 
call a “lake of ink.”” No other description 
fits so well. The strange black fluid that 
forms the lake bears no resemblance to 


water. It must some day have been a 
“lake of fire,’ and even now it tallies ex- 
cellentliy with the familiar description of 
the infernal regions. Thick and viscous 


and foul-smelling, it seems altogether unfit 
that it should deface «the surface of the 
earth. ‘ , 

The pool of ink is situated about half a 
mile from a volcano. It is about an acre 
in area. The surface is coated with gray 
ashes from the volcanoes to the thickness 
of about six inches, thus concealing its 
real nature. A traveler not prepared to 
avoid its treacherous depths, might easily 
walk into it. 

Experiment has proved that the black 
fluid of the lake is not poisonous, It acts 
as a dye, and cotton goods soaked in it keep 
their color for months, even when exposed 
to the sun. They also acquire a stiffness 
similar to that produced by weak starch. 
The fluid has been analyzed, but its com- 
ponent parts have not been made known.

navigators—on paper. ° 

St. Louis and Missouri are keeping right 
up with the procession. This city has two 
most approved airship cranks. 

There is Rufus G. Wells, who has bal- 
looned all over the world, from Europe to 
China, and has a record of over 500 ascen- 
sions. He was the first aeronaut to use the 
hot air method of inflation, and he claims 
to have been the first to use the parachute 
in descending. 

Everything that happens suggest balloon- 
ing to the professor. When Andree proposed 
to go in search of the North Pole in a 
balloon, Prof. Wells derided the scheme, 
and as confidently announced that he could 
build an airship which would make the 
trip surely and safely in twenty days at 
the outside. His belief was based on the 
fact that he had built an airship for the 
French Government in 1870. He proposed to 
rescue Bazaine, who was shut up in 
Metz with his army. Gen. Bazaine incon- 
siderately and inopportunely surrendered 
just before the airship was completed, and 
it was never given a chdnce to prove that 
it could fly. The Minister of War was 
asked to utilize the airship for conveying 
messages to and from the front, but he 
said his carrier pigeons were doing good 
work and he refused to discharge them. 


FLAMES FROM 
HIS FINGERS.

Who doubts the power of electricity, he 
surely needs to be convinced by some such 
experience as not long ago befell F. R. 
Bowen of Denver, Colo. Mr. Bowen en-

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PEARL FISHERIES. 


New Industry Developed Which 
Will Not Decrease the 
Klondike Rush. 


Arkansas has developed a new industry— 
that of pearl fisheries. For several years 
occasional finds of mussel pearls of more or 
leas value have been reported, but in the 
last year enough jewels have been found 
and marketed to warrant placing Arkan- 
gaec among the pearl producing States. 


The fresh water mussel abounds 
in White River, L’Anguille River, 
the §8t. Francis and in the lakes 


and bayous of the famous Sunk Lands. 
The pearl is associated in the minds of most 
people with the oyster. It is not generally 
known that the pear! of the mussel, both of 
the fresh and salt water varieties, is just 4s 
valuable according to size and luster as 
that of the oyster. Some of the pearls 
taken from the mussel beds of Arkansas 
have brought as much as $30, which is a 
@004 price for a pearl. 

There is not likely to be a rush for the 
Arkansas pearl fisheries. The prospect of 
getting rich at the business is not alluring. 
It is eatimated that out of a thousand mus- 
sels, not more than one will yield a pearl, 
and of a thousand pearls, not more than 
one has any commerctal value. 

The only person who can fish for pearls 
profitably is the typical Arkansas squatter, 
fisherman or pot hunter, the swamps dweler 
who would rather hunt all day for three 
eguirrels, worth 10 cents each, than work for 
a dollar, and who at © years of age plays 
marbles at the cross-roads or in front of the 
village tavern, with congenial neighbors, 
with all the zest of the schoolboy. To him 
time is not money. What time he its not 
tending his little patch of corn or keeping 
the family pot boiling with a mess of 
“flesh” or a squirrel stew, he spends at the 
country store or the blacksmith shop, swap- 
ping yarns and spitting ‘amber’ at a mark. 

To this class of citizen there is money in 
opening mussels to search for pearls, no 
matter how long it takes him nor how few 
and far between the pearls he finds, For 
instance, a large proportion of the Arkansas 
pearls found have been taken from Griffin's 
Lake in the Bald Knob country. Mr. 
Griffin owns the lake and 40,000 acres of 
land surrounding it. He has waxed rich 
getting out timber from it. He has had no 
time to bother with pearls, but his poor 
neighbors may fish for pearls without let 
or hindrance, and if one fishes for three 
months and gets a $10 pearl he is just $10 
ahead, 

The pearl In both the oyster and mussel 
is found inside the whell near the hinge. It 
is formed by an effort of the shell fish to 
get rid of some irritating foreign matter 
which it cannot eject. It may be a grain 
of wand or a preying parasite. The mussel 
failing in all efforts to dislodge it, coats it 
over with mucilaginous exudation, render- 
ing {t smooth and wnon-irritating. Thies 
covering hardens, and the speck becomes 
encysted, much as a bullet will when im- 
bedded in the body of man or animal, This 
becomes the pearl of commerce. 

The first lot in bulk of Arkansas pearis 
pluced on the market was received by C. 
lL. Byrd & Co., the largest jewelers of Meen- 
phis, Tenn. A typical Arkansas farmer 
: entered their store one day several months 
ago, and throwing down a_small bag full 
of the jewels, wanted to know “what them 
thar pretties was wuth.” " 

A price was agreed on, a number of the 
pearls being marketable. Later on one of 
the firm went over to the Bald Knob 
country to investigate. He found quite a 
number of people who possessed a string 
of pearls. None had any fdea of their 
value, In most cases they had been given 
to the children, But, with true squatter 
shrewdness, not one would put a price on 
them when they discovered that they had 
a value, ‘ 

In every case the jeweler had to name a 
price, and then the owner as invariably 
wanted more, and there was much haggling 
before a price wae agreed on. 

One man found a pear] which paid the 
rent of his farm for the year, so that his 
crop wae clear profit. At the mouths of 
White River and the St. Francie are many 
families living in shanty boats, who make 
just enough to live on by fishing and hunt- 
ing. They would not work for wages, and 
are perfectly contented with their mode of 
living. Up in the Sunk Lands are others of 
like pursuits and tastes. To all such what 
they can get out of pearl fishing is just so 
muoh money, which they would not other- 
wise have earned. Searching for pearls in 
Arkaneas would not pay any man who is 


willing to work for wages at anything else. 
but the industry has become a suurce of 
small and doubtful revenue to an improvi- 
dent class. 7 

Most of the pearls found have been small 
ones, ranging in value from 60. cents up to 
#4 or $. Only five have been marketed which 
are classed among fine jewels. These were 
valued at from $100 to $800 each and were as 
fine as the best products of the pear: fish- 
+ eries of Wisconsin and Lower California. 

The famous Mussel Shoals of the Cum- 
berland River, Tennessee, have yielded 
pearls; so have the Ohlo and other rivers, 
creeks, lakes and lagoone in various Staies, 
but the resulte are too uncertain to make 
the search for them a paying enterprise,

IOWA’S WHEAT CROP VERY GREAT.

DES MOINES, Io., July 27.—The acreage of spring wheat is 1,076,837 and 146,127 
winter wheat, making a total of 1,222,964. The estimated yield is 16,000,000 bushels. 
This is about 6,000,000 in excess of any recent year. 

We have in corn an acreage of 8,610,145. The present prospect is for about 
three-fourths of a crop, or about 23 bushels to the acre. 

Of oats we have 4,445,782 acres, with a rating at present of 8&3 per cent. The 
prospects are for 125,000,000 bushels. In past years 100,000,000 bushels have been 
considered a big crop. The increase this year is because of the large acreage. 

In harley there are 550,000 acres, rating at 93 per cent. 

We have a large area and large yield of hay. Pasturage has not been so 
good for the past ten years. It has been good in every section, and the effect 
is noticeable in the butter product. 

After losing 2,192,000 hogs by cholera last yéar. we had 5.500.000 hogs to start 
with this year. The pig crop has been somewhat short—about 70 per cent of the 
average. ” 

The yield of apples is very promising. There has been an unprécedented yield 
of berries and small fruit. The potato crop is very unpromising at the present 
time. With a fair amount of moisture in the future we may look for a fair yield 
of late potatoes. : 

On the whole the round-up of the year is likely to be fairly satisfactory to the 
farmers of Iowa.

In June and July, while ‘the crop was being harvested, I esti- 
mated some fields as high as thirty-five bushels per acre. Since thrashing I have

Not many years ago it was related by a 
San Francisco daily paper that a human 
skull had been found in California in the 
pliocene formation.

HW first and most remark- 
able of these cases is that 
of Mrs. Rebecca G. Land. She 
was years of age and con- 
ducted a humble employment 
agency in the McLean Bulldtng, 
at Fourth and Market streets, 
On the morning of Jan. 2, 1895, 
she was found dead on the floor 
of her office. The discovery was) 
made by another tenant who, 
althourkh the editor of a re- 
ligiousS paper, was afterwards 
forced to leave the city. 

When the body was removed 
to the Morgue it was discovered 
that the woman was suffering 
from a cancer, which had eaten 
far into her breast, But more: 
It was found that her skull and 
three ribs were fractured, and 
that her neck was broken. 

Considering these extraordli- 
mary facts, the police wisely con- 
disgust- 
ed with her life in the McLean 
Butlding, had foolishly com- 
mitted suicide. 

Accordingly ehe was buried, 
and that was the last ever heard 
of Mrs. Rebecca G. Land.

From the first moment Carroll 
was suspected.

Carroll's first name was 
Charles. He, at the time, was 
only 21 years old.

From a police standpoint, of course, I 
would be much pleased if none had escaped. 
Still, I think the showing made in these 
figures indicates alertness and activity on

The city of New York has 5,000 policemen, 
and its department is.considered to be the 
ablest in the country. But I am informed 
that within the last two years 52 murderers 
have escaped there. 

The population of New York is about 
1,950,786; of St. Louis, about 638,571; but 8t. 
Louls has only 685 regular policemen. 


In other words, New York, with a police- 
man to every 437 Inhabitants, fails to cap- 
ture 52 murderers in two years, while Bt. 
Louis, with a policeman to every 932 in- 
habitants, during about the same length of 
time, fails to capture eleven murderers. Is 
this showing bad? 


Think of the vast territory of the Mounted 


Police sas occupying a space as large 
as all the rest of the city combined, be- 
Imig patrolled by 100 men. Some of the 
beats are four or five miles long. It Is any 
wonder that a murderer or a thief escapes 
occasionally? 

I am safe In saying that, comparing our 
population and patrolmen with those of 
Other cities, no St. Loulsan need be ashamed 
of the record of captures in this city. 

Boston, with 500,000 population, has 1,024 
policemen, or one to every 488 inhabitants, 
Chicago, with 1,650,000 people, has 3,246 police- 
men, or one to every W8 inhabitants. San 
Francisco, a city only half as big as St. 
Louis, has 558 policemen, or one to every 
627 inhabitants. Brooklyn’s population is 


1,223,000, and it has 1,820 policemen, or one 
to every 671 inhabitants.

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EN THOUSAND St. Loulsans knew 
Rev. William J. Lee, pastor of the Mc- 
Causland Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. He vanished in January, 18%, 
None has ever seen him since. 
His invalid wife, his daughter, his friends 
and parishioners, two sets of detectives, 
and his brother have searched eighteen 
months but have found no trace of him. 
Judge Selden Spencer, the Postoffice De- 
partment, the Presbytery of St. Louls and 
all the agencies of the police have been 
employed to locate the minister. Only one 
faint clue to even the direction of his 
flight has ever been discovered. 
Hundreds of persons who knew Lee 
leave St. Louls every day. The lines of 
their travels weave an intricate tangle all 
over the map of these United States. Not 
one has ever crossed the path of Lee. 
He dropped off the earth, fled into obliv- 
fon on that bitter January day he left his 
home in Benton, carrying only a emall bag 
of immediate necessaries. 
Ten thousand St. Lou/sans knew him. He 
was known to an equa) number in other 
parts of the country—for he had lived in 
many places. His was a strongly marked 
individualhty. Those who met him never 
forgot him. For thirty years he had been 
a minister. Thousands knew him of whose 
existence he had no knowledge. He was a 
popular preacher. He preached sermons 
within the comprehension of all, and thou- 
eands had, studying him from the pews, 
heard his sermons.

Judge Spencer made as able a defense of 
Lee as he could, but the presbytery found 
the minister gullty of unbecoming conduct 
and suspended him, pending a more com- 
plete investigation. 

The notice of suspension was published in 
all the Presbyterian church papers, but it 
was not the means of shedding light upon 
the disappearance. Judge Spencer ap- 
pealed from the decision of the presby- 
tery to the synod which met in Sedalia, 
Mo., last autumn, but the synod upheld the 
find'ng of the lower body. 

Judge Spencer then appealed the case to 
the general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church and the matter was referred back 
to the synod on technical grounds. The 
case fascinates the judge. He has spent 
hundreds of dollars trying to find his client 
and has almost given up hope. 


LEE’S 
HOME AT 
BUZZARDS’ ROOST. 

Fourteen years ago, when the attention 
of English capitalists wag first directed to 
the resources of the South, a British com- 
pany established a b‘'g lumber mill in 
Cocke County, Tennessee, sixty miles west 
of the North Carolina State line. John 8S. 
Lee, a younger brother of the minister, was 
superintendent of the mills, and he induced 
W. J. Lee to try the mountain climate of 
Past Tennessee for the benefit of Mrs. Lee's 
health. W. J. Lee thereupon built a 4-room 
frame cottage in Cocke County, four miles 
east of the postoffice now known as Bridge- 
port. He and his wife and daughter re- 
mained nearly three years in this cottage. 
On Sept. 2, 1887, they left it to come to 
Missour!l. A colored man named Pinkney 
Arthur was intrusted with the care of the 
property, and to this day “Pink” Arthur, 
his wife and seven children have lived in 
the Lee cottage, paying the insurance and 
taxes upon it regularly. 

The post-office of Bridgeport was former. 
ly known as Whitwelk The name was 
changed six years ago because there was a 
post-office in Tennessee calied Whitchall, 
and the mall bags for each station frequent- 
ly became confounded. Bridgeport is situ- 
ated on the Southern Railroad, which is 
operated in conjunction with the Louisville 
& Nashville road. It is almost five hours 
fast running from Knoxville, and its single 
building other than the white-washed, rick- 
ety old shed that does service for a depot 
is the two-story brick grocery and dry 
goods store kept by J. C. Huff, who ts also 
the postmaster. 

Two years ago when Lee and Miss Richey 
disappeared a theary was put forth that 
they might have fled to the retreat in the 
fastness of the Tennessee mountains. The 
place was comparatively out of the path 
of civilization. Few if any strangers-ever 
found their way there, and hiding would 
be an easy matter. Those who knew the 
preacher best declared his Tennessee farm 
would be the last place he would go to, argu- 
ing| that he was too sharp not to know he 
would be sought there among the first places 
if detectives were sent out on his trail. 

The McCausland Avenue Church never- 
theless sent a messenger secretly to Cocke 
County, and he reported that Lee had not 
been in that region since he left his farm 
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Judge, the Clerk, and the bondsmen, and 
had received from each a personal reply. 
A confederate supplied him with the sched- 
ules of property referred to from the court 
records. He had then forged the papers 
which were delivered by a confederate and 
the prison doors flew open.

With his skill as a forger, his knowledge 
of how to proceed to fill up blahk bonds in 
accordance with law, and hie ingenuity in 
procuring the signatures of the men whose 
writing he wanted to imitate, he is evident- 
ly fitted to become a veritable Jim the Pen- 
man. Perhaps he does not recognize the 
possibilities attaching to his genius and ex- 
pertness with the pen.

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the city of St. Louis, as follows: 
That # ehall hereafter be unlawful for any person to ride a bicycle, 
tricycle or velocipede or ether like vehicle over any street or public thorough- 
fare, or in any public park within the city of Gt. Louis at a greater speed than 
ten miles an hour; provided, however, that the provisions of thie section are not 
to any inclosed track or race course. 

Any person who shall not slacken the speed of such bicycle on ap- 
proaching any cross walk upon which any person may be in the act of crossing, 
or in the act of approaching or leaving a street car, or shall negligently ride such 
bicycle so as to cause same to come in collision with or etrike any other object 
or person, shall be deemed gullty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 3. Any person riding a bitycle shall have a gong attached to same, shall 
carry a light in front of the bicycle at night. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of this ordinance are not to apply to tricycles or veloci- 
pedes riiden by children under the age of 12 years.

The ordinance provided that there should 
be no scorching by regulating the speed of 
bicyclists to ten miles an hour. It also pro- 
vided that a light should be carried on ev- 
ery wheei ridden at night, 

About the time this ordinance was intro- 
duced by Mr. Weeke, the Cass avenue 
butcher, another found its way into the 
House of Delegates. It provided for a tax 
on bicycles. According to it each owner o 
a wheel was required to pay a license fee 
of $1 per year. 

This new method of levying a tax met 
with some opposition. Finally it was ex- 
plained that the bicyclists were willing to 
pay the $1 tax provided that no ordinance 
be passed regulating the speed of bicyclists 
or requiring them to carry lights or bells. 
The statement was made in the House that 
the bicyclists were unalterably opposed 10 
an ordinance of that kind. 

Upon this explanation Mr. Weeke allowed 
the ordinance, upon its second reading May 
25, to be referred to the Committee on Leg- 
islation, 

June 29 the committee reported the. ordi- 
nance without recommendation. It was laid 
over for one week, and on July 6 was up for 
third reading or final action. 

Then it was that the motion to file was 
made. It was explained that the bicyclists 
would pay the $1 tax; that they were all 
against the proposed speed, lights and bell 
ordinance, and that it should be killed. 

Accordingly, the ordiance was filed. That 
means it was killed. 

If passed to a law that ordinance would 
have been satisfactory to the people.
